Reissue Applications

Claims 42, 46 recites the tensioning rail attachment blocks to slidingly secure the 
tensioning rail with the side rails. 

Claims 44, 45, 48 recite the tensioning screw or second end attached to the tensioning rail 
attachment blocks.
